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REMARKS 

Applicant hereby requests reconsideration in view of the remarks set forth below. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3 and 12 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Smith (U.S. 6,536,428) in view of Nakamura (JP 11323899 A). While Applicant disagrees with 
the rejections, the Office Action stated that Claims 4-11 contained allowable subject matter and 
that Claims 4-11 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. In order to advance 
prosecution of the present application, Applicant has rewritten Claims 4, 6, and 8-10 into 
independent form, including the base claim and any intervening claims. Claims 5, 7, and 1 1 
depend from Claims 4 and 6. Applicant does not intend to acquiesce to the rejections and is 
reserving the right to pursue claims at least as broach as Claim 1 in a later filed application. 

Allowance of Claims 4-11 are respectfully requested.
